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Nine issues on Nov. 5 
special election ballot 


On the Nov. 5 state special election 
ballot, there are nine issues, Among 
them is one referendum question, six 
bond issues, and two state constitutional 
amendments, 

The most controversial issue is, 
without.a doubt, the referendum issue. 
The ballot offers three choices: 1A, “Do 
you want the right to vote for or against 
any plan for the storage or disposal of 
low-level radioactive waste?” Or, 1B, 
“Do you want to vote on any Maine site 
for disposal of low-level radioactive 
waste if it is not disposed of safely out- 
side of Maine or at the Maine Yankee 
site?” Or, 1C, “Against both measures.” 

The state Secretary of State’s office of- 
fers the following explanation of the 
referendum choices, 

“This referendum requires the voters 
to choose between a proposed law in- 
titiated by petition and a competing pro- 
posal adopted by the Legislature, or to 
reject both. Each law would require 
voter approval of future proposals for the 
handling of low-level radioactive wastes 
generated or disposed of in Maine, but 
they differ in the kinds of proposals that 
would need votér approval. 

“The initiated proposal [1A ] would re- 
quire approval by popular vote of any 
proposal for low-level radioactive waste 
storage or disposal in Maine, except the 
storage of waste already authorized at 
Maine Yankee Atomic Power Station, 
and except any facility used exclusively 
for Maine-generated medical or 
bioresearch wastes. The initiated pro- 
posal would also require voter approval 
before Maine could join in any interstate 
compact or agreement concerning the 
storage or disposal of low-level radioac- 
tive waste anywhere. 

“The legislative alternative (1B] would 
only require voter approval for facilities 
proposed to be located in Maine, other 
than at Maine Yankee, and only for the 
disposal of low-level radioactive wastes.

“Under either measure, voter approval 
would be in addition to other approvals 
required by law, Under existing statutes, 
these include the approval of the State 
Legislature for any future proposal to 
store or dispose of low-level radioactive 
wastes in Maine, or for Maine to enter 
into any interstate compact concerning 
low level radioactive waste disposal... 

“If no choice receives a majority of all 
votes legally cast on this issue, the pro- 
posed law receiving the most votes will 
be resubmitted to the voters by itself, for 
adoption or rejection, provided that 
measure received at. least one-third of 
the votes cast.” 

BOND ISSUES 


‘The various bond issues on the ballot 
propose borrowing money for projects 
which the legislature could not, or did not 
wish to, fund out of general revenues. 

The first bond issue asks voters if they 
wish to approve a $15,000,000 General

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Tax bills out 
later this week; 
rate stays steady 


The Bethel assessors Monday set a tax 
rate of $23.30 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation. Tax bills were being computed 
earlier this week and were expected to be 
in the mail by the end of the week, 
according to. Town Clerk Merton Brown. 

Mr, Brown said this was the latest the 
bills had ever gone out. He said the delay 
was due to the tardiness of the contract 
assessor who was paid $400 for checking 
personal property valuation in businesses 
in town. 

He added a couple hundred thousand © 
dollars in personal property to the tax,rolls, - 
which, in part, explains the fact. that 
although the budget increased the tax rate 
did not. 

The town’s total valuation (real and 
personal property) increased about $1 
million, to: $34,636,700, 

At that valuation, and given the state 
regulations on tax collections, the 
maximum tax rate the assessors could have 


> get was $24 per thousand, which would have 


’ yielded tax revenues of $831,423. 

In order to balance the budget, the town 
needed to raise just $791,831, which could 
have been dorie with a tax rate of $22.36, . 
The assessors, however, decided to opt for 
last year’s tax rate, which’should produce 
revenues of $807,035, the extra $15,203 of . 
which will go towards overlay.

Sportsmanship is what counts 


It’s not whether you win or lose, but how you play the game that counts. 

Lots of people don’t believe that—in sports or in life—but it’s really true. 
Just think about the people you like to be with: are they perpetual win- 
ners in everything they undertake or are they good sports when it comes 
to both success and failure? 

School is the place to learn sportmanship, and therefore it’s especially 
galling to see just the opposite attitude being taught in some places. At 
Saturday’s girls’ soccer game between Gould Academy and Kents Hill, 
a Kents Hill man, in the closing minutes of the contest, walked over to 
Gould's goalie and told her to keep her mouth shut and play the game. 
The goalie had, in a lady-like fashion, expressed her disappointment in 
a referee’s call allowing a Kents Hill player to re-kick a penalty kick. 
(Neither the first kick nor the re-kick went into the net. Gould won the 
game, 4-0.) 

Such behavior was completely uncalled for, One, the-Gould goalie ac- 
tually accepted the referee’s call with good grace. Two, if the visiting Kents 
Hill staffer (his exact position could not be determined because the Kents 
Hill coach did not return a phone call) had a problem with her behavior, 
he should have complained to the referee, not jumped on the player. Three, 
the hot-headed Kents Hiller should understand that high school sports are 
mainly meant to develop teamwork: if his team was losing, he should be 
encouraging them not criticizing the opposition. 

A few weeks ago, when Gould was playing boys’ soccer at Telstar, a 
Rebel rooter got after the Gould goalie, This was too much for Linda 
Learned—a Telstar athlete—who went up to the goalie and told him not 
to mind the razzing remark and wished. him good luck in the contest. 
There’s a young woman who is learning something in addition to how to 
score baskets! 

Middle School soccer coach Dan Hannon was faced, a few weeks ago, 
with an opposing coach who constantly verbally abused the Telstar players. 
While Coach Hannon maintained his cool, it seems to us that referees could 
pay closer attention to abusive behavior by coaches. 

We're pleased to note that the coaches we've seen in action in both local 
schools have always behaved themselves properly and have not abused 
opposing teams or opposing players. This is as it should be. biw 


Election has important issues 


Next Tuesday’s statewide special election gives voters a chance to act 
as legislators. There are no people running for office on this ballot—just 
nine questions concerning everything from low-level nuclear wastes to how 
many years sheriffs should serve. The questions demand serious considera- 
tion. This is not a personality contest. 

Here are The Citizen's choices for you to consider: 

« Concerning a policy for the storage of low-level nuclear waste, voters 
have a choice to demand total control of where waste sites might be set 
up (either in-state or out-of-state), or give over part of that control to the 
legislature. Choice 1A would give voters the right to vote for or against 
any plan for the storage or disposal of low-level radioactive waste. Choice 
1B would give voters the right to vote on any Maine site for disposal, ex- 
cept for the property of Maine Yankee, in Wiscasset. 

The Maine Audubon Society and the Maine Natural Resources Council 
have suggested that 1A is poor legislation. It invites federal pre-emption 
of the decision for locating a dumpsite if the state’s voters refuse to ever 
approve a site, or it could force a dumpsite on a politically weak region 
of the state. 

Choice 1B, on the other hand, is blatantly pro-nuclear power, and could 
easily result in Maine Yankee becoming a dumping ground for anyone’s 
low-level nuclear waste. (Under 1A, Maine Yankee would still be allowed 
to store its own low-level waste—that is, such things as rags, containers, 
clothing, or anything else contaminated by radioactive materials.) Maine 
Audubon and the Natural Resources Council prefer a vote for 1C—rejecting 
both options and allowing the Maine Geological Survey continue its work 
of finding a suitable site. | 

Pro-nuke forces argue that 1A would impede the state’s ability to join 
a regional compact to find a regional site. But Massachusetts, which has 
legislation with the 1A language, has not found that to be the case and is 
taking part in the present regional talks. 

The principal generator of low-level waste in this state is Maine Yankee, 
with over 90 percent of the state’s waste, according to the secretary of state. 
The remainder is produced by biomedical research and other institutional 
facilities and the Portsmouth Kittery Naval Shipyard. 

Over the long term, Maine should follow the urging of the federal govern- 
ment and join a regional compact, which presently looks as if it will select 
a site in Massachusetts. In the meanwhile, Maine voters should have veto 
powers over any new waste sites and should keep a wary eye on Maine 
Yankee holding any but its own waste. The Citizen therefore supports 1A. 

« As for the bond issues, all of them (except one) seem worthwhile, par- 
ticularly those that will help to improve education, transportation, sewage 
facilities and water supplies, and preserve physical manifestations of the 
state's history. 

However, the stiggestion that $4.3 million be borrowed to set up new 
cénters for advanced technology seems redundant and wasteful. We 
already have a state university system that has advanced technology pro- 
grams, We do not need additional educational bureaucracies. The Citizen 
suggests voting “no” on bond issue two. 

@ The Citizen also suggests a “no” vote on the first constitutional amend- 
nient, which would allow elected representatives to quit their positions and 
take salaried positions in state government. If a person wants to serve as 
an elected official, we should expect him or her to serve the elected term. 
Amending the constitution to permit resigning in favor of an appointed 
position: could also open the door to unsavory horse-trading as some 
legislators might do favors for state officials in order to receive appoint- 
trients to political office. 

The secorid amendment seems worthwhile—to extend the term of sheriffs 
from two years to four years. It takes two years to really get control over 
a sheriff's department. A person should have four years to show what he 
or she cari do with the department, instead of having to prepare for re- 
election right away. bw 
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To the Editor: 

Many thanks for allowing me space in 
your columns to urge support of Referen- 
dum Question #6 on Nov. 5, which would 
appropriate $2,000,000 on a matching 
basis for preservation of historic 
buildings on the National Register and 
open to the public. It is vital that keep 
Maine its identity if we are to maintain 
our unique sense of place and not fall in- 
to a homogenized landscape where all 
buildings look the same. This is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult in the age of 
shopping centers and fast food enter- 
prises. This state money if approved and 
matched locally would assist in preser- 
ving our deteriorating historic buildings 
and leave future generations significant 
clues as to where our roots are. 
Therefore, I urge everyone interested in 
keeping Maine unique to vote yes on 
Question Six.

As was mentioned in (the) editorial of 
October 16, 1985 [“Not enough pre- 
planning”], Hurricane Gloria did indeed 
cause serious problems for many of our 
customers, Some of your observations, 
however, are incorrect, : 

All of our lineworkers were on duty and 
standing by at our service buildings in 
Bridgton and Paris. Our people began the 
job of restoring power in many areas 
before the full force of Gloria had struck, 
and continued working throughout the 
storm. * 

All of our people, including 
lineworkers, meter and office personnel, 
worked around the clock from Friday, 
September 27, 1985 to Friday, October 4, 
1985. most of our people had no more than 
four to five hours sleep each day for that 
entire week and are to be congratulated 
for such dedication. 

The full force of Gloria struck across 
Long Island, New York, Connecticut, 
Rhode Island, and Massachusetts. One 
can well imagine the devastation that oc- 
curred in those areas. 

Outside line crews were not available 
to Central Maine Power Company 
because of the massive damage to 
southern New England. We were able to 
secure about 200 contract personnel to 
cut trees and set poles. 

On Monday, we were able to get four 
Bangor Hydro crews, These crews were 
assigned to the Sanford area. On Tues- 
day, crews from the Public Service Com- 
pany of New Hampshire were brought in- 
to Maine. 

Line crews from Farmington, Water- 
ville, and Skowhegan were brought into 
the Bridgton District on Monday, 
September 30, 1985 and remained until all 
service was restored. 

A special task force has been set up 
within our Company to review our opera- 
tions during the storm. Much has been 
learned, and undoubtedly, many 
operating changes will result. 

Finally, I would like to thank all of our 
customers who were patient and 
understanding in the days following the 
storm. This attitude of cooperation made 
the job much easier for all of us.

On Nov. 5, the people of Maine will be 
voting on a number of issues, including 
a referendum question on the storage or 
disposal of low-level nuclear waste in our 
state, On this question, voters will be 
given three choices: 1A, 1B, or 1C, Brief- 
ly, the three choices are as follows: 

1A: This is the original question com- 
ing from the people's initiative, which got 
its start in this area of Maine following 
the public outcry over the inclusion of 
Riley Plantation ona list of propsoed low- 
level waste disposal sites, This quesion 
would give the people the right to vote on 
any low-level nuclear waste storage or 
disposal plan proposed by the legislature, 
including both in-state sites or participa- 
tion in compacts with other states. 

1B: This is the question devised by the 
legislature as a “competing measure” to 
the people’s initiative. This will make the 
Maine Yankee site, in Wiscasset, the first 
priority site: if tie Maine Yankee site is 
approved, there will be no referendum 
vote by the people, Any other site propos- 
ed would require a vote by the people, 
after approval by the legislature. 

1C: This question will keep things as 
they are, with the legislature deciding on 
siting, with no referendum votes.

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Selectmen cautious 
on $20,000 Stowell offer 


The Woodstock selectmen responded 
cautiously this week to the Stowell Pro- 
ducts Tne, offer to-give the town $20,000 
as a goodwill gesture. The town was 
shortchanged $20,000 in personal proper- 
ty taxes when the Stowell mill was sold 
by Casco Northern Bank to the new 
owners, As reported in The Citizen last 
week, the new owners deny any legal 
responsibility but feel a moral respon- 
sibility tothe town to make up the miss- 
ing $20,000, 

Selectman Clifford York said Jast night 
at the weekly selectmen’s meeting, “We 
need concrete proposals, not word of 
mouth.” Mr. York said any decision to 
accept money from the new owners 
should be made by the voters rather than 
by the selectmen, 

Newly elected Selectman Gary Wing 
has taken to his job enthusiastically, “It’s 
a lot more interesting than I thought,” he 
said. “There's a lot involved and I’ve 
learned a lot already,” 

The selectmen were told that Road 
Comunissioner Ken Koskela has come to 
a temporary agreement with the state 
Department of Environmental Protec- 
tion regarding the town’s uncovered sand 
pile at the library. Mr. Koskela has 
draped a tarp over the pile to keep the 
salt from leaching into the ground and to 
keep the sand from washing away. 
However, a permanent solution to the 
problem (in the way of a shed) is still 
needed, “We've always known there's a 
problem,” said Selectman York. “The 
town has just never been ready fora solu- 
tion. The area over at the new school 
could solve our problems.” 

There was bad news on the budgetary 
‘front. The stove in the town office gave 
out and chances of repairing it seem slim 
because of the difficulty of finding spare 
parts. A replacement stove could cost up 
to $1,200, the selectmen were informed.

the state’s Public Advocate office have 
received complaints from Contel custorners 
in Oxford County about telephone service 
problems. These customers. complained 
about such problems as having to re-dial toll 
calls, telephones not ringing, noise on the 
lines, disconnections, improper toll billing 
and fading conversations. 

Representatives for the PUC and the 
Public Advocate office will be present at the 
hearing in Bethel. 

“We will be delighted if Continental 
customers attend the hearing and report 
that their telephone service is good,” said 
Joel Shifman, general counsel for the Public 
Advocate’s office. “However, if customers. 
are still experiericing service problems, now 
is the time to tell the PUC. The real danger 
is that Contel customers who have service 
problems lose hope and.don’t report those 
problems to the company or the PUC.* 

Contel customers who appear at the 
hearing in Bethel will also be permitted to 
comment on the company’s proposed 
increase in rates. The company is 
requesting a $1.9 million increase in its 
revenues and proposes to increase its local 
monthly rates by 52 percent. 

The Bethel Area Chamber of Commerce 
has alrendy formally objected to the rate 
increase. 

If the revenue increase is granted, Contel 
customers in Oxford County who now pay 
$8 per month for one-party residential 
service will pay $12 per month. A one-party 
business line that costs $15.15 per month twill 
cost $23.10 per month if the revenue 
inerdase is approved by the PUC.

Fund bond issue for sewage treatment, 
water quality improvement facilities and 
restoration and cleanup of oil con- 
taminated ground water and well water. 
The Secretary of State's office explains 
it as follows: “This act would authorize

amount not to exceed $12,000,000 to raise 
funds for sewage treatment and water 
quality improvement facilities, The 
bonds would run for a period of not longer 
than 20 years from the date of issue, 

“This act would also authorize the state 
to issue registered bonds in an amount 
not to exceed $3,000,000 to raise funds for 
the cleanup and restoration of oil- 
contaminated grouiid water and well 
water. ‘these bonds would run for a 
period of not longer than five years from 
the date of issue.” 

The total estimated debt service for 
these bonds is $28,387,500, figuring 8.5 
percent interest for 20 years. 

The second: bond issue asks voters if 
they will approve borrowing $4,300,000 
for constructing and equipping centers 
for advanced technology that service the 
economic development needs of Maine. 

The Secretary of State’s office explains 
the question this way: “This act would 
authorize the state to issue registered 
bonds in an amount not to exceed. 
$4,300,000 to raise funds to establish 
centers for advanced technology to sup- 
port new and existing Maine business 
and industry, The bonds wouldrun for a 
period of not longer than 10 years from 
the date of issue. 

The proceeds would be expended under 
the direction of the director of the Maine 
Bureau of Public Improvements to build 
and furnish facilities to develop new pro- 
ducts and processes, and to promote the 
transfer of technological innovations to 
existing businesses and new 
enterprises.” 

The total estimated debt service for 
this borrowing would be $6,132,875, 
assuming an interest rate of 7.75 percent 
over 10 years. 

The third bond issue would authorize 
Department of Transportation bond 
issues of $20,000,000 to match available 
federal funds for highway, bridge and 
airport improvements. 

The Secretary of State’s office ex- 
plains: “This act would authorize the 
state to issue registered bonds in an 
amount not to exceed $20,000,000 to raise 
funds to match federal funds for 
highway, bridge and airport im- 
provements. The bonds would run for a 
period of not jonger than 20 years. 


“Proceeds from the sale of the bonds 
would be used for highway im- 
provements ($10,000,000), bridge im- 
provements ($9,000,000) and airport im- 
provements ($1,000,000), The funds 
would be expended under the direction 
of‘the commissioner of the Department 
of Transportation." 

The total estimated debt service from 
the borrowing would be $37,850,000, 
assuming interest of 8.5 percent over 20 
years, 

The fourth bond issue is for borrowing 
$850,000 for acquisition of certain rail 
lines in Maine.

The sixth bond issue would authorize 
a bond issue in the amount of $2,200,000 
for equipment and land purchases for 
vocational-technical institutes. 

“The majority ($1,500,000) of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the bonds would 
be used to acquire equipment for all six 
vocational-technical institutes. The re- 
mainder ($700,000) of the proceeds would 
be used to acquire land for the Southern 
Maine Vocational-Technical Institute.”

Fuel assistance 
program begins 
Monday, Nov. 4 


“The elderly and handicapped will 
have priority application as the new fuel 
assistance program opens November 4,” 
said Linda Haegele, director of Special 
Services for Oxford County Community 
Services, which administers the federal 
Home Energy Assistance Program in 
Oxford County. : 

“Over 2,430 Oxford County families 
received fuel assistance last winter 
under the program, which is designed to 
help low-income families.

The Red Cross Blood Services also pro- 
vides detailed information to every pro- 
spective donor prior to blood donation 
such as: 

1, Every blood donor is provided the 
brochure “What You Should Know About 
Giving Blood.”

People at 
greatest risk for AIDS are: 

* Males who have had sex with more 

than one male since 1979.

2, Every potential donor meets with a 
trained person who makes certain the 
donor has read and understood the 
brochure, is free of symptoms and is in 
good health, This confidential interview 
provides an additional opportunity fora 
prospective donor with questions about 
his/her suitability to be deferred 
confidentially. 

3. Any prospective donor is deferred 
from donating if he/she has been expos- 
ed to AIDS or AIDS Related Complex 
(ARC), or is experiencing symptoms 
which may be compatible with AIDS or 
ARC or has been diagnosed as having 
either. Symptoms include; 

» Extreme fatigue not explained by 
physical activity or mental depres- 
sion. 

¢ Rapid unexplained weight loss. 

* Persistent fever or night sweats, 

« White spots or unusual blemishes in 
the mouth. 

« Persistent dry cough, apparently not 
from smoking. 

¢ Unexplained, persistent diarrhea. 

* Blotches or bumps on or under the 
skin.

The above measures have been and 
are effective in discouraging individuals 
at any risk for AIDS from donating blood. 
Excellent cooperation from individuals 
in high risk groups has been observed 
which has decreased the chance of AIDS. 
transmission by blodd. 

Red Cross Blood Services now tests 
each donation for antibody against 
H.T.L.V.IIL, the virus related to AIDS. 
Research has shown that antibodies to 
the virus are found in the blood of per- 
sons who have AIDS or AIDS-related con- 
dition. Although not a test specific for 
AIDS tit does not diagnose AIDS), it is 
another step which further protects the 
blood supply from AIDS, All blood which 
tests positive is discarded and therefore 
not. released to hospitals for transfusion, 
If, for any reason, a prsopective donor 
does not wish to be tested for this an- 
tibody he/she should not donate, 

Health departments in Maine have 
provided alternative testing sites so that 
individuals in risk groups who are 
curious about their antibody status may 
receive the test ina confidential manner 
outside the blood donation setting.

STATE MUSEUM FEATURES 
WATER-POWERED MILL 

Stanley and Lenwood Andrews of 
Woodstock were among the 200 guests at- 
tending a reception and dinner-on Thurs- 
day evening, Oct, 17, celebrating the 
opening of the exhibition, “Made in 
Maine,” at the Maine State Museum in 
Augusta. 

A water-powered mill depicting the 
1800s, has been erected in the basement 
of the Maine State Museum building with 
a water turbine from Warren, Maine, 
turning pulleys that move leather belts, 
activating machines given the museum 
from the I.W, Andrews and Son casket 
mill at South Woodstock. 

The mill at the museum is enclosed by 
large glass windows and the third floor 
is primarily made up of machines from 
the 1824-1985 Andrews mill. Included in 
this list are: wooden lathe, matcher with 
wood fences, stripping saw, cutting-off 
saw, double-head shaper with jack shaft, 
bandsaw, mechanical sharpener for 
planer.and jointer knives and one of the 
old work. benches, The old grindstone 
wheel found a place in the Blacksmith 
Shop at the museum. 

Many of the above-named machines 
are pictured in the October issue of Down 
East magazine along with an article 
written by James P. Brown about the 
museum. (Mr. and Mrs. Brown visited 
the Andrews Mill in South Woodstock on 
Saturday, Oct. 12, where several remain- 
ing machines of the 1800s are still 
operated by the Chase Water Wheel. The 
water wheel drives a wooden cog gear, 
connected to leather belts, wooden and 
metal pulleys and the several machines. 
The Browns were guests of Lenwood An- 
drews for the supper, entertainment and 
old fashioned benefit dance held at the 
East Sumner Grange Hall that Saturday 
evening. Stanley and Lenwood Andrews 
were a part of the music and 
entertainment.)

FREE CARBON-MONOXIDE 
POISON CHECK THURSDAY 

The Medicine Shoppe pharmacy, at 
Alpine and Paris streets in Norway, will 
hold a free carbon-monoxide poison 
check next Thursday, Nov. 7, from 9:30 
a.m. to2 p.m. The free test provides per- 
sons information on the level of carbon- 
monoxide in their blood stream. 

Pharmacist Larry Ketner notes, ” Pro- 
longed exposure to levels of 20 parts per 
million (ppm) of carbon-rhonoxide, or 
more, is considered dangerous. Normal 
off-highway air contains two to three 
ppm,” he said, “and cigarette smokers 
may have levels as high as 40 ppm.”

Health Tip 

Bursitis—inflammation of a small, 
fluid-filled sac that aids in joint 
movement—usually resulting from ex- 
cessive use of a joint, chilling or draft. 
Severe pain and limitation of movement. 
Do not attempt to treat at’home—seek 
medical assistance. 

Osteoporosis—porousness and_brit- 
tleness of bones, most commonly seen in 
women after menopause. Back pain, 
rounding of shoulders, height ,loss, 
proneness to fractures, Can only be 
diagnosed by a doctor, possible connec- 
tion to calcium deficiency. 

Peritonitis—inflammation of mem- 
brane lining abdominal cavity and. ab- 
dominal organs caused by germs escap- 
ing from a perforated ulcer, burst appen- 
dix, rupture gall bladder, perferoated 
bladder or ruptured spleen, Produces 
severe, constant pain in the abdomen, 
fever, nausea, chills, vomiting. This isa 
serious condition that requires im- 
mediate medical attention.

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‘UMO gets forestry grant 


The University of Maine at Orona has 
received a grant of $182,830 from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture for a two-year 
study of wood decay. “The study could be 
valuable to the building or utility industries,” 
said Dr. Gregory Brown, dean of the 
College of Forest Resources. 

The grant was one of three received last 
week from the Department of Agriculture, 
totalling $460,601. 


The second. grant, of $131,725, is 
earmarked for.a two-year investigation of 
genetic control of tree growth and how trees 
change their patterns as they grow. The 
study could have implications for the paper 
industry, the dean said. 


A study of birch. bark will be funded by 
a third grant, of $146,246. The goal of the 
study is to devleop new methods of 
controlling insects, not involving traditional 
pesticides. Birch bark contains generous 
quantities of a compound called betulin, 
which possibly could be transformed into 
another compound designed to disrupt 
insect feeding and growth,
